The Alabama Supreme Court held an official session at Enterprise 
Junior College last week. A large number of high school and col- 
lege students were able to attend and witness the proceedings. This 
is something every student in the state should be exposed to at least 
once before graduation. It appears to be a vital part of understand- 
ing how our system of government works. The judges and those ac- 
companying them were impressed with the expert planning which 
went into their two day visit to Coffee County. This came from 
Elba's own Justice Terry Butts and every one of the justices in at- 
tendance ... we got it first hand. 


We also talked over old times with Justice Hugh Maddox. Now 
most folks know he is kin to a bunch of folks on this side of the Pea 
River. The judge reminded a large crowd of that in the Enterprise 
courthouse Thursday afternoon. Judge Maddox, the dean of the Al- 
abama Supreme Court, is apparently on his last term, as Alabama 
law doesn’t allow him to run again after reaching the age of 70. 
Most folks don’t know that he got a degree in journalism before go- 
ing into law, and thought he wanted to be a newspaperman. The GI 
bill gave him the opportunity to go back and get more schooling. 
During his school days, Maddox worked in the back shop of a 
country newspaper in Covington County. In a one-on-one discus- 
sion with him at a social event Thursday night we remembered 
those days and commented that he was probably the only person in 
the room who could still “work” a Califormia type case in the dark. 
He looked around, laughed and agreed. That is old time newspaper 
back shop talk for sorting, or picking, individual letters in and out 
of a type drawer. Proficient typsetters had the type case memorized, 
just at a typist knows their keyboard today. Around those type cases 
is where the saying, “mind your p's and q's” originated. Judge 
Maddox said he plans to write a couple of books and teach some 
law courses after retiring. 


The weather is getting a bit cooler. It must mean that this is the Fall 
of the year ... it also means winter is just around the corner so don’t 
let that heavy jacket get out of sight.

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Confederate widow Mrs. Alberta 
Martin has been in the spotlight ex- 
ane during the pasi year. Last 
week (Oct. 6th) she made the front 
page of the New York Times. The 

ing is a reprint of that article, 
which included a photo of Mrs. 
Martin with a confederate flag 
draped over her shoulder. It was 
written by Adam Nossiter. 

At the end of a narrow rural lane, 
in a place where only chirping birds 
break the silence, a last fragile link 
to the distant American Ar- 
mageddon struggled with her mem- 


“No, no,” the elderly woman 
said quietly. “He never did talk 
about any war.” she paused for a 
moment, and a faint recollection 
surfaced after seven decades: a sto 
of fording streams, “Only thing,” 
the woman, Alberta Martin, re- 
called, “I heard him say several 
times,the men would lay down logs 
and things, over a creek, you know 
— to keep from slipping in the wa- 
ter,” 

More than 130 years after the 
last shot was fired, the Civil War of 
William Jasper Martin, Fourth Al- 
abama Infantry, Company K, comes 
down to that — a half-remembered 
anecdote about what must have 
been a minor aspect of the teen-age 
recruit’s battlefield experiences. 
That is all his widow can manage. 
“He never did talk about it,” Mrs. 
Martin said. 

She was only 21 on a cold day in 
December 1927, when she became 
the third wife of the 81-year-old vet- 
eran with a quick temper, a bushy 
mustache and a hefty war pension. 

Today she is believed to be the 
last surviving Confederate widow, 
according to organizations that com- 
memorate the Confederacy. Just six 
weeks ago, startled Alabama of- 
ficials, certain that the state's last 
Confederate widow died in 1986, 
awarded Mrs. Martin a pension after 
a public campaign, including news- 
paper articles, put her in the spot- 
light. 

The organizations that have 
helped authenticate her status — the 
Sons of Confederate Veterans and 
the United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy — hold Mrs. Martin in 
awe, That status bemuses the prac- 
tical-minded tenant farmer's daugh- 
ter, after 89 tough years of living 
poor in rural southern Alabama. 

The Lost Cause is represented in 
her tiny linoleum-floored living 
room by a miniature Confederate 
flag, the kind often seen next to the 
cash register at Southern diners, and 
by a portrait — still wrapped in 
plastic — of Robert E. Lee, who led 
the Army of Northern Virginia in 
which her husband served. Mrs. 
Martin’s memory of meals missed 
during what she calls “the Hoover 
times” is far sharper than any of her 
husband's war stories. 

This celebrity over something 
she never stopped much to think 
about is unexpected, and relatively 
recent. Mrs. Martin was briefly in 
the news in October 1990, when it 
was widely reported that a death in

a South Carolina nursing home 
amounted to the demise of Con- 
federate widowhood. After pro- 
testing to Alabama reporters that 
she was still around, Mrs. Martin 
faded back into obscurity. 

But some locals remembered 
her, and in May a new member of 
the Sons of Confederate Veterans, 
Dr. Kenneth Chancey, a dentist, 
paid her a visit, saw that she lived 
without air-conditioning and re- 
solved to secure a ion for her as 
a Confederate widow. Alabama of- 
ficials thought they had long ago 
dispensed with that obligation. 

Still, the bureaucrats in Mont- 
gomery, the state capital often 
called the “cradle of the con- 
federacy,” were happy to oblige. 
They will not disclose the amount of 
Mrs, Martin's pension, but Dr. 
Chancey praised the officials for 
their fairness in granting an increase 
over the last level established for 
confederate widows’ pensions, 
which was about $350 a month. 

When her bid for a pension be- 
came known, the Alabama Senate 
officially decreed it “a true joy” to 
recognize her a “the last survivin 
widow of a Confederate veteran,’ 
and in August Dr, Chancey brought 
her to Richmond for the centennial 
meeting of the Sons of Confederate 
Veterans. 

There was a five-minute stand- 
ing ovation when she entered the 
ballroom, Dr. Chancey recalls. 
“these guys just couldn't get over 
this,” he said. “People were crying. 
These men were weeping. The 
women were, too.” 

In a region where political ca- 
reers can still be damaged over in- 
sufficient allegiance to the Con- 
federate battle flag, the symbolic 
import of Mrs. Martin’s existence is 
stunning to the confederacy's nos- 
talgic sons and daughters. 

Just as remarkable, Mrs. Martin 
is the mother of what members of 
the Confederate groups reverently 
refer to as a “real son’’ — the son of a 
Confederate soldier. William Jasper 
Mariin fathered a son in his long- 
ago marriage to the woman who 
was 60 years younger than he. Their 
son, William Oren Martin, is now 


68. 

“She is a living link to the Con- 
federacy,” Ronald T. Clemons, ex- 
ecutive director of the Sons of Con- 
federate Veterans, said of Mrs. 
Martin. 

Still, back in her neatly painted 
frame house, with orange tiger lilies 
brightly framing the walkway, the 
white-headed woman in the pretty 
housecoat is unlikely to be caught 
singing “Dixie.” 

Unlike the garrulous heroine of 
the best-selling novel by Allan Gur- 
ganus, “Oldest Living Confederate 
Widow Tells All,” Mrs. Martin is 
chary with her memories, just like 
the ancient soldier she married so 
long ago. 

(Her son, vaguely aware of the 
novel, at least in its television man- 
ifestation, is also resentful. “They 
never consulted us," Mr. Martin 
said, “I think somebody owes some- 
body an apology.”)

Today, all Mrs, Martin has of the 
soldier who survived the bloody, 
10-month struggle for Petersbury, 
Va., in 1864.68 is a tom, sepia- 
toned photograph framed on the 
wall. A trim, mustachioed man, per- 
haps in his early 70's stares at the 
camera, sitting cross-legged and im- 
passive. Next to him is his second 
wife. 

Sentiment played no part in his 
third wife's marriage to him. Al- 
teady a widow at 21, a veteran of 
the dusty cotton mill, Alberta sim- 
ply “got tired of living amongst my 

alf-brothers,” she remembers, fed 
up with waiting on them and clean- 
ing for them. 

The courtship was minimal. She 
had seen him playing dominoes out- 
side the little store above their house 
in the nearby city of Opp, in south- 
central Alabama. 

“We talked a little over the 
fence,” she recalled. Besides, “the 
old man drew about $50 a month - 
and you know, that was big money 
back then.” 

The new couple was serenaded 
with cowbells and horns on their 
wedding night. Afterwards, Mrs. 
Martin said, “we rented a little old 
plank house.” Tenderness plays lit- 
tle part in her recollection of the 
years that followed. ‘He had a tem- 
per on him that wouldn't wait,” she 
said. 

It was a jealous temper, sus- 
picious of other men who might 
want to pass the time of day with his 
young wife. “He didn't want nobody 
messing with me,” Mrs. Martin re- 
called. 

A troubling memory resurfaces 
the night of a village gathering, a 
“boxed supper” to raise money for 
the church. Men were bidding on 
the box that the young woman had 
brought; whoever bid the most had 
the privilege of sharing supper with 
h 


er. 

The old soldier put a stop to it. 
“He didn't like that,” she recalled. 
“He told them to put it down.” 

His service to the Confederacy 
framed their marriage, from the pen- 
sion that drew her to him to the vet- 
erans’ meeting in Montgomery in 
July 1932 that hastened his demise. 
He got sick during the get-together, 
Mrs. Martin recalled, “and they 
brought him home. He died eight 
days later.” 

Within a few months she had 
married again, to William Jasper 
Martin's teen-age grandson Charlie. 
“Mr. Martin hated Charlie Martin 
because he drank,” she recalled. The 
two were happily married for a half 
century up until Charlie's death in 
1983. The family’s connection to 
the Confederacy was all but for- 
gotten. 

After all the years of in- 
difference to it, she says her new ce- 
lebrity status has hardly changed her 
life. “It hasn't made no difference to 
me,” Mrs. Martin said. “People will 
shun you because they are jealous,” 

Her son said, “They reckon she 
gets money out of the deal.” And 
she added, “You could always use 
some money.”

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Land owners face another year 
with shortage of pine seedlings 


Alabama landowners are facing 
another year with a shortage of pine 
seedlings to reforest or plant on 
their lands, Tree planting cycles are 
very erratic and difficult to predict. 
Over the past 50 years in Alabama, 
tree planting in general has in 
creased from ap roximately 10,000 
acres a year in 1950 to approximate- 
y 112,000 acres a year in 1995, 
There were many peaks and valleys 
during this ime, Two banner plant 
ing peaks are most notable: the first 
was in the late 19508 when the Soil 
Bank Program bloomed, and the last 
was during the late 1980s when the 
Conservation Reserve Program 
(CRP) took effect. 

The Alabama Forestry Commis- 
sion (AFC) has been growing seed- 
lings for more than 50 veers, Durit 
that time, AFC nurseries have tried 
to meet or slightly exceed the pub- 
lic's demand for seedlings, In early 
1989, afler significantly increasin 
production to meet the increased 
seedling demand due to CRP, the 
AFC had to destroy over 22 million 
unsold pine seedlings when sales 
suddenly collapsed, For most of the 
years since then, the demand for 
AFC seedlings has remained at a 
much lower level, This resulted in 
discontinuing seedling production at 
the Jake Stauffer State Nursery near 
Opelika, AL after the 1990-91 sea- 
son and the John R, Miller State

skyrocketed over the past few years; 
(2) cattle prices have fallen’ and re

(4) recent storms have damaged tim 
ber and the Southern pine beetle de 
stroyed trees across the state; both of 
these factors have prompted land 
owners to replant what they lost 
Since there is no one well-defined 
reason for the increased need, antici 
pating the demand for seedlings is a 
very difficult, if not impossible, 
chore, For some hardwoods with ear- 
ly seed fall and fall-sown longleal 
ying, the planned production num- 

rs have to be determined up to 1.5 
years in advance, 

Nurseries, like most agricultural 
operations, are vulnerable to the 
weather, Despite increasing — the 
planned seedling production at 
AFC's Hauss Nursery this year 
(1996-97), a heavy rainstorm shortly 
after planting resulted in a loss of ap- 
proximately 6 million seedlings, O! 
course, those seedlings could have 
been used this year, 

Prior to the recent upsurge in 
seedling demand, December was the 
AFC's number one sales month, 
This meant that harvesting opera 
tions began with many of seed: 
lings unsold, During the past two 
seasons, all pine seedlings were sold 
by early to mid summer, 

Seedlings from the Forestry Com- 
mission Nursery will be used to meet 
the needs of approximately 1,300 
landowners this year. Next year the 
state plans to increase pine seedling 
production by more than 11 million 
above current production levels. 
With this increased production, the 
Forestry Commission hopes to meet 
the future needs of all Alabama land- 
owners,
